Required Judicial Construction.

actually seeking to create a pretext for war, 
yet on the other hand it U certain that the 
note of warning sounded by Great Britain 
had a great deal to do with the adoption 
by Berlin of a more conciliatory attitude. 
England, it will tie lemember-ed, served no- 
tice on Germany that she would aid France 
with all the forces at her command to re- 
sist any attempted territorial aggression in 
Africa. 


Whatever the original German demand$ 


were the determined .attitude oi France and 
England fdrced their modification is the 
only alternative to a declaration of war, 
and Germany has since been engaged it) 
the difficult task of trving to back down 
gracefully.

lieve so in view of the fact that European 
financiers have not displayed any pertur- 
bation over the situation 
The Algeciras 


convention put a curb on the aspirations 
of the Kaiser in northern Africa, under

Crnpirc in-urgent need of larger colonial 
outlets for trade and population expansion 
a source of irritation will always be present

Dr Samuel Francis Smith wrote the 


words of th« national hymn of Amer!- j 
ca, "My Countrv, 'Tis of Thee." For 1 
'our score years they have answered ' 
:he purpose, and nothing has been 
brought out to supplant them, in spite 
of many efforts in that direction 
Tha 


air was adapted from the English na- 
ifonal hjtnn, but the American words 
are quite as effective to the music as 
the English ' 


Dr. Smith's "America," for that waa 


:he name by which it was called in 
the. first publication, was written on 
February 2. im. As the author was 
turning over .several books Of music, 
chiefly music for children's schools.' 
:he words being in the- German lan- 
guage, he came across the English 
hymn 
But without attempting 
to 


translate them 01 imitate them, by a 
sudden impulse he wrote the words of 
'America/ which the author said was 
the wortc of a brief period of time at 
the end of a dismal winter afternoon. 


Smith did not intend his effort for 


a. national hymn, nar had he any idea 
t would gam popularity. He dropped 
the manuscript into his portfolio and 
never thought of it again for some 
months 
One day Lowell Mason hav- 


ing called on him, he presented him 
with a copy of the words, with the 
music from the German pamphlet, ahd 
much to the author's" surprise- on tha 
following Fourth of Julj^he brpught 
It out on the occasion of a Sunday 
school 
celebration in Park 
Street 


church, Boston 


In i'The .Choir." a collection of music 


by "Lowell(-Mason, it was first printed 
In 1832, having five stanzas instead of 
four 
tin now printed. 
The omitted 


stanza Is as follows 


"No more shall tyrants here,. 
With haughty steps appear. 


And soldier bands, 


No more sha.fl tyrants trend. 
Above the patriot dead— 
No more our blood be shed 


By alien hands' 


The composer 
of 
"America" was 


born in. Boston, October 21, I808t and 
the close of his long and eventful 
pilgrimage came on No\ ember 16, 1895 
On thnt day he was to preach at 
Hyd6 Park and being taken ill at the 
railway station he was removed to 
the Emergency hospital, 
where 
he 


lingered only a few hours, dying of 
heart disease. 


At the time he wrote the hymn he 


was a theological student, at Andover 
•and Jived on the-Andover turnpike a 
little north of the seminary building 
The room in this house where the 
hymn was written Is now visited by 
pilgrims from all over the country 


Dr Snjlth wrote about 150 hymns 


and poems, many of them for special 
occasions, and nearly all were written 
on the back of letters, envelopes or 
waste paper 
in accordance with a 


habit he alway* had 
"The Pilgrims," 


"The Student Soldiers" and "The Sleep 
of the Brave" are some of the most 
noted 
Among the last "poems which 


he wroteiWas one In memory of Oliver 
Wendell Holmes, his boyhood, friend. 


During his last_ years Dr. Smith did 


no regular literary work. Hl$ studies; 
and letter-vtriling occupied his time 
He spoke most of the modern Euro- 


pean tongues fluentlv. When he was 
traveling abroad 
he 
took 
especial 


pleasure m talking with the people in 
their own language and reading their 
literature 
When he -n-as 86 he was 


studying Russian 


"When 12 years old Dr Smith could 


"talk Latin," and upon entering Har- 
vard at tha age of 17, he sustained 
himself there bf the money he earned 
coaching other students and making 
translattoHS 
He- was a widow's self- 


supporting son, and not onlv P£td .Ms 
way through college, but had a bal^ 
ance ahead when he was graduated. 
He was a member of the famous class 
of 1829, which Included Di Holmes, 
James Freeman Clarke, 
William E. 


Channing, and others whom-the world 
came to know and honor. 


_Dr. Smith, at the time of his death, 


livea In a Jittle old brown frame hous* 
at Newton Center, Mass 
which had 


been his home for more than 50 years. 
The original copy of the 
words of 


"America" has long since been de- 
stroyed, but there are 
very 
many 


copies of the poem in the handwriting- 
of the author in the hands of his 
friends and collectors throughout tha 
countrv

much to be'doubted tt the Teutons were 
actually seeking to create a pretext for war, 
yet on the other hand it U certain that the 
nute of warning sounded by Great Britain 
had a great deal to do with the adoption 
by Berlin "of a more conciliatory attitude, 
England, it will be remembered, served no<- 
tice on Germany that she would aid France 
with all the forces at her command to re- 
sist any attempted territorial aggression in 
Africa, rv 
—Whatever the original German demands 
were the determined attitude ot Fiance and 
England forced their modification as the 
only ajtemative to a declaration of war, 
an dr Germany has-since been engaged in 
the difficult task of trying to back down 
gracefully. 
It seems to have been a ca^e 


of "bluffing," and especially must one be- 
lieve so in view of the fact that European 
financiers have not displayed any pertur- 
bation over the situation 
The Algeciras 


convention put a curb on the aspirations 
of (he Kaiser in northern Africa, under 
\vhich he continues to chafe^and with Jhe 
Empire in urgent need of larger colonial 
outlets for trade and population expansion 
a source of irritation will always be present 
until this demand is satisfied. 
However, 


the longer peace persists in Europe the less 
the likelihood that thK condition will de- 
velop into a casus belli.
